COLUMBIA (AP) - By a 4-1 
ote, a Sumter lawyer who pleaded 
uiity to criminal se xual conduc t 

ith a minor was suspended in- 
efinitely by the South Carolin a 
uprenTe Court 

H odney Mc^weUSprott > 32, who 
/as**enpoyeanby the law firm of 
Veinberg, Brown and McDougall, 
•leaded guilty to two indictments in 
4ay 1985. The first charged Sprott 
vith second-degree criminal sexual 
onduct with a minor, contributing 
o the delinquency of a minor and a 
iwd act upon a child. 

Th e second in dictment c harged 
he for mer sc outmaster with coiT- 
rffiuTmg" to the~3elinquency ~o? a 
ninor. 

~Th~e children involved were a 13- 
ear-old boy and his l&-year~old 



brother. / 

Sprott was sentenced to 10 years 
in prison and fined $6,000' for the 
first indictment. The sentence was 
suspended to one year in jail, a 
$3,000 fine and five years of in- 
tensive probation. 

As a special condition of that 
sentence, Sprott was required to 
deposit $4,000 to be held by the 
Sumter County clerk of court for up 
to five years. The fund was set aside 
for the use of the victims and their 
families for psychiatric or psycho- 
logical evaluations. 

On the second indictment, Sprott 
was sentenced to three years, 
suspended to a year and five years 
probation. 

Sprott is serving his sentence at 
the Sumter County Correctional 



Center. 

Witnesses appearing before an 
earlier hearing panel on Sprott's 
behalf included William A. King, a 
psychiatrist who has been treating 
Sprott; House Speaker Ramon 
Schwartz; Jacob H. Jennings of 
Bishopvilie, a former president of 
the South Carolina Bar; Assistant 
3rd Circuit Solicitor Thomas L. 
Bultman; Jerry A. Hyatt, director 
of the correctional center; and 
Reuben B. Marlowe, the pastor of 
Trinity United Methodist Church. 

King diagnosed Sprott as a 
pedophile, someone who has sexual 
desires toward children. The dis- 
order, while treatable, is an in- 
curable psychiatric condition, he 
said.
